Response to Applicant's Amendment 

1. Based upon the submitted amendments, examiner notes that claims 4,8 have been 
amended and claims 1-3 are cancelled. 

2. Examiner withdraws all rejections to all claims.

3. Claims 4-8 are allowed over the prior art of record 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In the examiner's opinion, it would not have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in 
the art to provide three variable filters situated as claimed, with each filter being varied 
specifically based upon the tap length (a result obtained by detecting the second band 
component) in prior art echo cancellers such as those disclosed by Natarajan and He.
